Tun Prague, Dec 9.— Wednesday 

the riots increased. The synagogue 
windows were smashed and the win- 
dows of the houses of Jews displaying 
German trade signs in several streets 
of the Jewish quarter. Since six 
o'clock Wednesday evening the streets 
have been held by" 12 batallions of in- 
fantry and a squadron of Hussars. All 
the traffic la suspended and business 
houses are closed. 

In spite of the military a large Czech 
mob made a descent during the even- 
ing upon the German quarter and 
plundered houses and shops in several 
streets. The furniture of a well known 
German cafe wan piled up In the street 
and sot on fire. When a detachment 
of troops approached to disperse the 
rioters, the soldiers were greeted with 
showers of stones, broken glass and 
other missiles. The officer in com- 
mand ordered his troops to prepare to 
fire but at the urgent request of a 
lice official the order 
Into effect. 

Shortly after 9 o'clock ft mob 
ftttempted to storm a cartridge factory 
at Zishkow, a suburb of Prague on the 
other side of the Moldau. The troops 
stationed at the factory poured a vol- 
ley into the crowd. It is known that 
at least two persons wore killed out- 
right, and it is feared that others were 
killed or wounded. The same body of 
rioters set Are to a house at Zizhkow, 
but the flames were soon quenched.

Only the 
rates touch the public interest, and 
clearly some rate standards must be Just 
and reasonable. Being so fixed, legally 
announced, filed with the Government 
and uniformly collected, the public is not 
concerned how the proceeds thereof are 
shared by parallel, any more than by con 
necting. carriers. 

The reasons why it is impossible to 
maintain just and reasonable rates 
because rival routes differ In facility to 
gather, carry and distribute traffic; be- 
cause different localities strive for ad 
vantages: because some large shippers 
are persistent pleaders for preferences, 
and may shuttle their traffic from line to 
line and combine their tonnage with oth 
ers to deplete rates; because some rail- 
way managers then yield to them; be- 
cause combinations of such shippers and 
railways jeopardize the rewards due to 
business probity, skill and capital, and 
also establish reduced rates for other 
railways; because, in such cases, if the 
first rate be Just, the reduced one is un- 
justly low; because most large shippers 
oppose legal or railway methods to stop 
rebates, because if equal rates denude 
weaker lines of traffic they will not pre 
serve those rater: because strong lines 
retaliate for its diversion, and thus re- 
bates ensue with both; because such in 
dividual and corporate strifes injure some 
railways by loss of business and others 
by the loss of proper profit; because such 
methods also injure the shippers disrrim 
inated against; because in such conten- 
tions the favored receivers of illegal re

The next question, and one with which 
Mr Blanchard deals with great thorough 
ness, is how legalized agreements can be 
made to correct such difficulties, viz.: 
By vitalizing proper railway rate agree 
ments with the public sanction, and thus 
make them enforceable; by substituting 
common good purposes for avoidable an 
tagonisms; by assuring to railways, weak 
in facility or purpose, due shares of the 
proceeds derived from open legal rates, 
by substituting certainties for the ship- 
per's rumors, 
withdrawals of 
to incite broken rates; by putting locali- 
ses on more proper relative bases, by 
conforming to ihe Interstate Act, which 
says that rates shall not "be more or less;" 
by combining the facilities of the agree 
ing lines as though they were one com 
pany carrying the tonnage of all the mer- 
chants of a community as one firm, by 
reducing the unnecessary expenses caused 
by strife; by stopping the averaging of 
reduced rates with higher ones in some 
cases, which result would lend to lower 
standard tariffs; by minimizing improper 
devices; by putting commercial rivals on 
a carrying parity, by stopping the need- 
less money waste of such warfare, and by 
conducing to better commercial railway 
management. 

All of these accomplishments will aid 
the Interstate Commiasion to do that 
which they cannot do without pool,. 

While it is impossible in a brief space 
to give more than the strong points in 
Mr Blanchard s advocacy of pooling, his 
analysis showing how railway pools are 
not railway trusts should be quoted in 
full He says: 

"Trusts combine rival interests to con 
trol buying or enhance sale prices, bed 
to restrict or annihilate lesser comuetilli n. 
Trust prices are not legally required to 





be publicly posted. Trusts do not cur{ 
rently report their Incomes, prices or 
profits to public authorities. Trusts may 
grant various sale terms and preferences, 
or decrease production to increase gains. 
Contrariwise, interstate railway rates 
must be filed with the Commission named 
by the President, confirmed by the Senate 
and divided politically. Railway com- 
panies must make detailed reports to their 
charter states or to the National Govern- 
ment, or both. They cannot combine to 
advance charges, but must determine 
them with reference and deference to law, 
to potential and ceaseless elements of 
natural competition, and to irrational and 
wasteful strife. Their rates and fores are 
subject to legal review. They murt not 
charge more between local points than 
between the next farther OMMaOM points 
They seek to enlarge trade, and cannot 
restrict or obliterate due competition.
